$4200 TEACHER’ S 
The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee has voted a budget of 
$836,224.00 for the year 1960, 
and has tured the budget over 
to the “inance Committee for 
its study. 
The budget, voted last week, 
increased pay for teachers and 
ant in some items of 
has had a Jecrease, 
The School Committee has yo- 
ted a minimum salary of $4200 
for Wilmington School teachers 
starting next September. 
This is in conformity with 
their usual rule to be $200 
over the state minimum wage 
for teahers, although for a 
time during their six-week de- 
bate on the budget the School 
Committee seriously considered 
having the sum of $100 only, 
over state minimum. 
The State Legislature raised 
the minimum, during its past 
season, from $3600 to $4000. 
The full effect of the in- 
creases will not be felt until 
1961, the first full year with

the new salary standard. 

The 1960 salaries will be on 
the old scale until the fall 
session of school begins, in 
September, Thus only one third 
of the increase in pay will be 
felt by the taxpayer this year 
Teachers salary increases for 
1960 total $76,542.41 over the 
1959 figure, a sum almost e- 
qual to the entire increase of 
the school budget. 

The grand total of the budget 
in 1960 is $836,224.00. This 
figure does not include the 
School Plant Operating costs, 
which will probably be about 
$150,900, The Operating sche- 
dule is in charge of the Town 
Manager. 

Last year’s Operation Sche- 
Jule was voted at $137,000. 
With the start of the Glen 
wad School recently the Op- 
erations Schedule should in- 
crease about $15,000 in 1980, 
but no formal statement has 
yet been release’ by the Ton 
Manager. 


TOWN DUMP IN DOUBT 


AS YEAR END 


The question of where the 
people of Wilmington will dump 
their refuse has yet to be 
settled by the Board of Health 
Monday night’ s meeting of the 
Board found a difference of 
opinion between veteran member 
Vinal Lewis, on one side, and 
Chairman Gus Walker and yrs. 
Marion Boylen on the other. 

Mr. Lewis was of the opinion 
that the town dump should be 
located on the Canalas proper- 
ty, in North Wilmington, at 
the end of MacDonald Road. 

Walker and Mrs Boylen favored 
the present location, on the 
former Moran property, in So. 
Wilmington, now owned by Cla 
rence Spin@zola of Woburn. 


APPROACHES 


Canalas’ price for a town 
dump was about $4090 lower 
than was that of Spinazola 
Canalas was bidding $11,400 
fot an ‘open face’ dump, where 
he would get rid of refuse by 
fire, each morning. ye opera- 
ted a town dump at this site, 
and by this method, until a 
year ago. 

Lewis pointed out, several 
times during the meeting that 
there would be a savings of 
$4000 to the taxpayers of Wil- 
mington, if the dump were to 
be located at the Canalas site 
Both Walker and Mrs Boylen 
declared an ‘open face’ dump

We have been reading, during the Past week, 
the work of a volunteer committee in Boston, 
known as the Greater Boseon Economic Study Com- 
mittee. 

This committee, composed of some of our most 
eminent authorities in chis Commonwealth, has 
Predicted, among other things, that the popula- 
tion of Wilmington will be 13,800 in 1970. 

We're not disparaging their work, which un- 
doubtedly has been thorough and severe. We just 
suggest that they take another figure out of 
the fishbowl, when it comes to the Town of Wil- 
mington. 

We don't do this because of a sense of Civic 
Pride, nor do we do it with the air of the man 
who has bet for the umpteenth time on the wrong 
horse. 

It's just that the prediction doesn't fit 
the facts of today. 

Three years ago we employed the Planning & 
Renewal Associates, Planning Consultants, to 
prepare a General Plan, for Wilmington, as a 
necessary prelude to our Urban Renewal project, 
among other things. These people predicted a 
population of between 12 and 15,000 in 1960. 

In our annual census of 1959 we had already 
exceeded 12,000, and an informed guess of today 
would put our population at about 13,000. 

We aren't particularly happy about this, in 
this town. We have deliberately tried to stop 
in-migration, with restrictive zoning and other 
laws. 

We suggest that, in the case of Wilmington, 
our friends on the Greater Boston Economic Stu- 
dy Committee should again dip their hand into 
the fish bowl. 

ONE WAY TO SAVE MONEY 

One way for the taxpayers of Wilmington to 
save themselves a little money, in 1969. has 
been shown in recent meetings of the Board of 
Health. 

That board is to have an article in the an- 
nual Town Warrant, asking for about $1900 for 
a Health ;aboratory for the Town Sanitarian. 

Mr. Thibeau, the Sanitarian, is required to 
test frequently food samples, milk samples, and 
drinking water, in Wilmington. 

He has been using the laboratory of the 
Chelmsford Board of Health for several years. 
Ri lstpgton pays Chelmsford for this privilege. 
Chelmsford not only can increa’se these costs, 
if it so wishes, but our Sanitarian has to 
adapt his schedule to fit the Chelmsford Board 
of Health wishes. 

During the past year our Sanitarian has made 
about 300 trips to Chelmsford, to.test samples. 
Each of the trips involve 30° miles of travel, 
and one hour of travel, approximately. 

Each mile of travel means 8 cents, and each 
hour of travel means $3 in pay. 

It has cost Wilmington about $1500 to use 
the Chelmsford facilities, for one year. For 
$1900 we could have our own, permanently. 

The lesson is obvious.
